If two lemons and their 
weicht in sugar are added—the lemons have 
to be treated exactly as the oranges were— 
the flavour of the marmalade is 
improved; no additional water is needed for 
the lemons.

Sharks and Whales. 


A correspondent writes :— 

The recent report of sharks in Ardmore 
Bay is not so surprising as many ba 
seem to think.

Whales, too, are regular visitors, and 
many older inhabitants of the little sea 
side resort of Ballycotton still remember 
the school of whales which was driven 
there by the local fishermen. Ballycotton 
is. of course, famous among deep-sea 
fishermen, and holds the record in 
size for many deep sea fish caught on 
rod and line. Perhaps, the most unusual! 
of all fish to these waters was the tunny 
which was trapped in the salmon nets in 
Youghal Harbour about the year 1906. 


The Japanese Language. 


An American friend who was seized 
with the desire to study the Irish 
language—but regretfully abandoned it as 
too difficult—thought that she would try 
Japanese instead.

Ghe Lyrids. 


The Lyrids form the most noteworthy 
meteor shower in April. They begin to 
make their appearance shortly after the 
middle of the month, and reach their 
greatest frequency some four of five gé 
later. Their radiant is near the bright 
star Vega, in the constellation Lyra, 
which can be seen in the north-eastern 
sky before midnight. The neighbourin 
constellations, Virgo and Bodtes, al 
occasionally furnish conspicuous meteors 
in this month. In the early part of April 
there are one or two showers of note. On 
the morning of the Ist there is a large 
maximum near 6.30 which occurs too late 
to be observed here, but other maxima 
occur later on the night of the same day at 
10.20 and 12.40. The next most important 
date is the night of April 8th, when a 
large maximum occurs on April 9th at 
130 a.m. This is followed by a secondary 
maximum on the 10th at 10.20 p.m., and 
on the 15th at 1.30 a.m. 

One of the largest showers of the 
month takes. place on the night of the 
16th, its greatest period of activity falling 
between 10 p.m. and Am. on the 
following morning. A secondary maximum 
on the 19th at 9.30 p.m. occurs too early 
to be fully visible. The Lyrid meteor 


shower falls on the night of the Ust, with 
a maximum on April 22nd at 2.40 a.m. 
| There are secondary showers on the 22nd, 
23rd and 24th, with maxima chiefly be- 
tween 10.30 p.m. and midnight. April 
30th is also distinguished by a meteoric 
maximum at 10.30 p.m. 


Queer ‘Birds. 


I was interested to see that the collec- 
tion of stuffed birds which Lord Rothschild 
is sending from his residence at Tring 
Park to the New York Museum contained 
specimens of the dodo and the moa, two 
well-known cross-word puzzle favourites. 
The dodo was a kind of large goose, with 
yellow wings, while the moa, which be- 
longed to New Zealand, was a wingless 
ostrich-like bird, some twelve feet high, 
and laid an egg about the size and shape 
of a Rugby football. Another specimen 
in this collection which should be useful 
to cross-word manufacturers is the moho, 
a richly-coloured bird which once inhabited 
the Sandwich Islands. Inadvertently I 
found myself examining the list in search 
of a specimen of the roc.

NEW STEAMER ON L. M. S. 
SERVICE. 
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SPECIALLY BUILT FOR 
CATTLE TRADE. 


The new London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway turbine cargo steamer Slieve More 
left the North Wall, Dublin, on her maiden 
trip to Holyhead yesterday. She is com- 
manded by Captain J. Bulmer. 

The Slieve More was built by Messrs. Wm. 
Denny and Brothers, Ltd., Dumbarton, under 
the supervision of Captain J. W. Harris, the 
L.M.8. Chief Marine Superintendent, to the 
requirements of the Board of Trade and the 
British and Irish Departments of Agriculture. 
The vessel is intended for the conveyance of 
cargo and cattle, and special provision hae 
been made to accommodate a limited number 
of passengers. It will carry some 630 head 
of cattle, and has 14 permanent horse stalls 
and 24 sheep pens on the poop deck. Tem- 

rary horse stalls will be available as needed 
or a further 250 horses. The cattle spaces 
are electrically ventilated, and all fitments are 
designed to safeguard the livestock in transit. 
The vessel, which is electrically lighted 
throughout, and in addition has two 3-ton 
electric cranes, has a speed of 18} knots, a 
length of — feet 6 * sol and a gross ton-

THE DRUMM BATTERY. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The Drumm battery has 
become the subject of discussion, and it is 
ight that it should be so, because the matter 
of the State development of this battery is 
one. which requires investigation. 
Mote than two years ago | was asked by 
clients of mine would it not be possible to 
et a Drumm battery for their electric 
ighting plants? The questions were seriously 
put, so I have considered it my duty 
to k a record of the published informa- 
tion about the Drumm — I have 
read about it in many publications from the 
Diospoiteachtai Pairliminte of Dail Eireann 
to the latest article in Nature. As far as 
I can ascertain from all the official and 
snofficial statements there has not been any- 
thing yet published which would definitely 
indicate that the Drumm battery has a 


tions may 


success, The battery has now had four years 
of intensive development under what should 
have been the most favourable possible 
financial and technical conditions. 

Shortly after Dr. Drumm approached Mr. 
McGilligan, then Minister for ledastry and 
Commerce, near the end of the year 1927, a 
sum of £5,000 was made available for 
research and development, and subsequently 
larger sums, exceeding £50,000, have been 
made available from State funds. The work 
on the battery has apparently been mainly 
carried out in the laboratories and workshops 
of University College, Dublin, under the 
guidance of qualified technical people, includ- 
ing notably Professor Nolan, of University 
College, Dublin. Yet, notwithstanding the 
generous financial facilities and the . 
assistance, there are in this year 1932 
doubts as to whether the battery is goin 
to prove a commercial success; and I think 
that the taxpayer who has paid for the four 
years’ work is now entitled to have an 
impartial investigation made into the 
capabilities of the battery 

wo statements have been issued recently 
by those connected with the battery. The 
first statement is that by Professor A. J. 
Allmand, F.R.S., in Nature, in which he 
gives some notes on “the main electro- 
chemical features” of the battery. The 
second statement is that recently issued by 
Professor J. J. Nolan, of University College, 
Dublin. These statements are of —— 
chemical and physical interest, but they are 
not in any way informative from the engi- 
neering or commercial standpoint; and, in 
fact, the disclosure of the low specific capacity 
in a battery specially designed for suburban 
traction seems to suggest that the commercial 
possibilities of the battery are extremely 
limited. Professor Allmand has been asso- 
ciated with the battery since January, 1930, 
and his partial statement now is extremely 
cautious; while it may be favourable (as 
Professor Nolan thinks) from a physical stand- 
point, it u not favourable from the engineer 
img and commercial standpoint. Further, 
Professor Nolan states that “the existing 
P . doing what is 
beyond the power of any type or design of 
existing lead or nickel iron battery. Accord- 
ing to a circular on alkaline storage batteries, 
issued by the U.S. Bureau of Standards, a 
certain type of commercial cell when worked 
under recommended conditions will give a 
performance apparently identical with that 
described by Professor Allmand. The cell 
mentioned can be purchased with some years 
guarantee. Professor Allmand's article con- 
tains a statement about the elimination of 
the expense of an all-night charge, which 
seems to show that he is not looking on the 
development of the battery from the point of 
view originally put forward. 

The Drumm battery was boosted as being 
the missing link between the Shannon scheme 
and electric traction on Irish railways. To 
bring the demand on the Shannon into line 
with the famous demand curves given in the 
original Siemens-Schuckert report a large 
night load is pec „and. quite a suitable 
thing would be the charging of a number of 
large traction batteries. e idea is a sound 
one, but Professor Allmand seems to consider 
it otherwise. In this regard it would be 
interesting to know whether anything can be 
added to the statement made y Mr.

to compete with existing alkaline batteries or 
with Diesel engines for mainline trac- 
tion? . It is high time that some im- 
partial statement by competent engineering 
and commercial investigators was issued, so 
as to assure the taxpayer that his money has 
not been unwisely spent. If the new Govern- 
ment automatically become directors in the 
Drumm Battery Company, it is to be 
that they will appoint a committee of inquiry 
from the shareholders, who are the taxpayers, 
with such technical assistance as may be 
necessary.—Yours, et-. ;
